From  Spencer’s  HISTORY"  OF  IE1-TTUCIY  BAPTISTS 
yol  -1-,  1886,  p.337  we  find  the  following  write-up:

He  was  thought 
to  have  his  heart  too  much  set  on  money-making  for  a 
preacher.  He  succeeded  his  father  as  clerk  of  Russell’s 
Creek  Association,  and  served  in  that  capacity  18  years 
He  did  not  live  to  be  old,” 


In  the  will  of  one  John  Bottom  written  May  29,  1802  in  which  Ilerry 
Sanders  Bottom,  a  son,  is  mentioned,  Horatio  Chandler  was  one  of 
the  witnesses.  (Mercer  Co;  McAdams,  KENTUCKY  PIONEERS  AND  COURT 
RECORDS,  p  71).  In  the  early  tax  records  of  Green  County,  Kentucky 
the  first  appearance  of  Horatio  is  in  1800,

I,  Horatio  Chandler  of  the  state  of  Kentucky  and  county  of  Taylor 
being  in  usual  health  and  of  disposing  mind  and  memory,  but  not  know¬ 
ing  how  long  I  may  be  thus  blessed  do  now  make,  constitute,  and  ordain 
this  my  last  will  and  testament  commending  at  my  death  my  soul  to  God
